LEWIS BANK LOSES 
ITS LIBEL SUIT 


The St. Louis Court of Appeals Tues- 
day affirmed the decision of Judge Wil- 
liams of the Circuit Court dismissing 
the $4400 suit for libel of the People’s 
United States Bank against Russel} P.

The bank claimed to have been in- 
jured by a statement issuéd by the Post- 
office Department in March, 1907, in 
which it was alleged that funds of the 
bank had been misapplied. The state- 
ment was issued in connection with a 
previous fraud order against two of the

The Court of Appeals upholds the rul- 
ing of Judge Williams that the bank did 
not show that at the time of the al- 
leged damaging statement, it was ac- 
tually engaged in the business of bank- 
ing and that its standing and credit 
were injured.

restore order and inaugurate a stable 


government as soon as possible it is un- 
derstood that Dr. Sun Yat Sen and his 
advisers have decided to go to Pekin 


and make that city, for the present at 


least, the capital cf the new republic. 
This step is regarded as advisable on 
account of the mutinous spirit evidenced 
by the troops in the vicinity of Pekin 
and the general unrest there. 

The plans being prepared provide for 
the early removal of the entire official 
machinery of the republic. Dr. Sun 
Yat Sen, the Acting President, and Li 
Yuan Heng, Vice-President, will be ac- 
companted by all members of the Cab- 
inet and by the assembly. The officials 
will be guarded by 2000 veteran troops 
and picked bodyguards of 90 men. 

It is believed here that the removal 
ot the seat of government to Pekin will 
restore order there. The formal estab- 
lishment of the Gowernment and the 
ipauguration of Yuan Shi Kai as Presi- 
dent will he undertaken immediately. 
Dr. Sun Yet Sen is confident that af- 
fairs {in Nanking will remain peaceful.

WRITINGIN 1911 


Denied He Was After Nomina- 
tion, but Confessed to Close 
Friends He Would Accept.

would accept if nominated, I answered 
yes. 
Serve Only if Wanted. 

“T added an expression of my wish 
that wherever possible, open prefer- 
ential presidential primaries might be 
ld, so as to find out whom the Re- 
voters wished to have nom- 
inated. If the people do not wish me 
to serve, most certainly I will not 
serve. If they desire me to undertake, 
in their interest, a great task I shall 
do so and shall do it with whatever 
courage and ability I possess. Whether 
there will be such an expression of 
the popular will I cannot say, as where 
there are no preferential primaries, it 
unfortunately seems too often to be the 
case that the effort of the political 
leaders is not to give expression to the 
popular will, but to thwart it in every 
way possible.” 

While dictating the statement Roose- 
velt paced the floor of his library and 
spoke with unusual energy. A _ short 
time before he had said in regard to 
the matter: 

“any man,so despicable as to make 
public in an underhand way a private 
letter would assuredly be mean enough 
to use only a portion of the text.” 

The Colonel indicates in his statement 
that he does not believe the letter was 
made public by Van Valkenburg, to 
whom it was addressed. In fact Roose- 
velt intimated that he knows who did 
make public the letter and made it ev- 
ifent that the incident is not closed. 

Letter to Van Valkenbers. 

In the following, which is the full text 
of the Roosevelt letter to Van Valken- 
berg, the Mr. Noyes referred to is 
President Frank B. Noyes of the Asso- 
ciated Press: 

“June 27, 1911. My Dear Mr. Van Val- 
kenburg—I am really obliged to you. 
Now, will you not give Mr. McClatchy 
from me a copy of this letter that I am 
writing to you and also a copy of the 
letter to Mr. Frank B. Noyes? Mr. Mc- 
Clatchy states that Mr. Noyes informed 
him, anent the story sent out by the 
‘A, P.’ that Mr. Roosevelt had pledged 
himself to support Taft for a second 
term; that he (Mr. Noyes) had the same 
information from sources entirely inde- 
pendent of those from which the Asso- 
ciated Press received the story. 

“Mr. Noyes states that he understood 
that I did so express myself to a mem- 
ber of the Cabinet and also to an in- 
surgent senator, and says that he be- 
lieves that President Taft thinks that 
he has assurances of support from me, 
Mr. Noyes adds that he explains my 
denial on the theory that I had ex- 
plained my attitude confidentially and 
felt entitled to deny it when it was 
given publicity. 

“Will you tell Mr. McClatchy and Mr. 
Noyes from me (or. send them copies of 
this letter) that Mr. Noyes is absolute- 
iy and completely misinformed, and that 
there is not one particle of truth in the 
statements made to him which he thus 
repeated to Mr. McClatchy. The only 
two members of the Cabinet to whom I 
have recently spoken are Messrs. Meyer 
and Stimson. 

“The former wrote me and the latter 
informed me verbally, what in each case 
I knew already, that neither of them had 
made any such statement to Mr. Taft, 
or to anyone else, and that both of them 
understand perfectly clearly that I was 
not going to support any man for the

inomination in 1912, neither Mr. Taft nor 


anyone else. The insurgent Senator of 
whom Mr. Noyes speaks is as wholly 
mythical a character as the Cabinet 
minister of whom he speaks. 

‘‘He cannot give the name of that in- 


Isurgent Senator or find it out, for he 


will find that his informant will not 
give it. I made no such statement to 
any insurgent Senator or to any Cabinet 
minister or to any other human being. 

‘The simple fact is that these stories 
are not misunderstandings. They are 
deliberate inventions. Mr. Noyes is en- 
tirely in error in stating that President 
Taft thinks he has assurances of sup- 
port from me. 

‘Mr. Taft thinks nothing of the kind. 
He knows he has no assurance of sup- 
port from me, and neither Mr, Noyes 
nor anyone else has one least little par- 
ticle of ground for the opinion thus ex- 
pressed. In addition to first thought 
that the story in question was given 
out from the White House, 1 am now 
assured that it was gotten up and given 
out by the Associated Press representa- 
tive at the White House, and from Mr. 
Noyes’ statement I should gather that 
this was true. 

“I wish ‘Mr. Noyes, as president of the 
Associated Press, to know that the 
story was not a misunderstanding, was 
not based upon misinformation, but was 
a deliberace invention, made out of 
whole cloth, without one particle of 
basis beyond the imagination of the man 
who made it, 

“T have expressed myself perfectly 
freely to a large number of men in this 
matter, always to the same effect, tell- 
ing you, for instance, personally, and 
those who were with you at lunch at 
my house, and telling Gifford Pinchot, 
Jim Garfield and Representative Madi- 
son and Billy Loeb and Secretary Meyer 
and Secretary Stimson, all alike, just 
exactly what I have said always, that I 
would not be a candidate in 1912 myself, 
and that I had no intention of taking 
any part in the nomination for or 
against any candidate.

RECIPIENT TELLS 
BASIS FOR LETTER 


PHILADELPHIA, March 5.—In refer- 
ence to the Roosevelt letter, E. A. Van 
Valkenberg, editor and president of the 
North American, made the following 
statement when questioned: 

“Of course the letter was not made 
public by me. 

“When Col. Roosevelt attended the 
Cardinal Gibbons celebration in Ralti- 
more last summer the Associated Press 
sent out an inspired statement to the 
effect that Col. Roosevelt had positive- 
ly pledged his support to Mr. Taft for 
a renomination.

MALDE ADANS 
“GHANTEGLER” 


LOVABLE FIGURE 


But Her Own Fine Femininity 
Forbids Realization of Greatly 
Masculine Role. 


VIRILE NOTE LACKING 


Beloved Star Appears in Rostand 
Play Before Big and Brilliant 
Olympic Audience.

oe HANTECLER,” the Edmond 

Rostand play in which Maude 
Adams began a week’s en- 
gagement at the Olympic Theater on 
Monday evening before a brilliant audi- 
ence that filled the house to the doors, 
is a very noble poetic allegory teaching 
the great virtue of consecration to one’s 
task in life and a reverence of duty’s 
obligation in the task’s performance. 

The homely story, told with all the 
simplicity of one of Aesop's fables, is 
illumined from beginning to end oy the 
sacred fire of sincere artistic ins»pira- 
tion, wherefore it becomes an astonish- 
ing product of the most grossly material 
age the world has ever known. 

Happily, too, it is skilfully shaped in 
drama, Rostand being a worthy crafts- 
man in the trade which he has chosen 
to follow, and, as a result, there is no 
moment when it fails to interest its 
audience. 


Unhappily, however, a most womanly 
woman has been chosen to portray in 
this country the title role which Ros- 
tand drew for the playing of the elder 
Coquelin, the most masculinely virile 
actor in all France, and which, follow- 
ing Coquelin’s death, was entrusted to 
Lucien Guitry, in certain aspects of his 
art possessing even more of the big 
bravado stroke of sheer manfulness 
than even Coquelin himself. 


Maude Adams makes a truly lovely 
and appealing figure of Chantecler, 
but, in despite of all her charm, there is 
something unpleasing in the _ very 
thought of such a characterization. 

It is not in any manner the fault of 
Miss Adams’ art that she fails to real- 
ize the role. Her sex, with which she 
herself is thrilled to the very finger 
tips, forbids that she should attempt to 
play it. 

One would as well expect the grim, 
rugged and essentially male Tyrone 
Power to distinguish himself by a dainty 
presentation of the exquisitely feminine 
part of the Hen Pheasant as to ask of 
Maude Adams an acquittal in Chante- 
cler that should fulfill the fine intent of 
Chantecler’s creator. 

With her quite adorable femininity in 
evidence at every instant of the Rostand 
play’s progress, it is inevitable that Miss 
Adams should be most derelict, because 
of being a woman, in the biggest mo- 
ments of Chantecler’s story. 


At these times, when all the illusion 
necessary to one’s full enjoyment of the 
work depends absolutely upon the sound- 
ing of the masculine note, it is the fem- 
innine note that fs heard instead. 

There is a profound pathos in this 
truth—the pathos of the utter miscast- 
ing of one of the truest woman artists 
known to the American stage of our 
generation. 


Because of nature’s writ of injunction 
forbidding a woman to be a man, the 
present player of Chantecler fails to be 
Chantecler at these most imperative mo- 
ments to which I have just alluded. 


The majestic Invocation to the Sun, 
the crowning glory of Rostand’s play, 
becomes strained and laborious as it is- 
sues from a woman’s throat. 


The masculine instinct of strutting 
dominance in the early phases of the 
first act’s barnyard scene is not con- 
vincingly revealed in Miss Adams’ 
saucy feminine assumption of its typical 
swagger. 

The sudden and overwhelming passion 
for the alluring Hen Pheasant has no 
real existence in Miss Adams’ sweet and 
somewhat shrinking mimicry of it. 

The soldierly devotion with which 
Chantecler enters upon his desperate 
and hopelese duel with the deadly-faced 
Game Cock is not suggested and may 
not be suggested by a woman's playing 
of the scene. 

And it is with a motherly protective- 
ness, not the defiant sheltering of a 
father, that Miss Adams spreads her 
Chantecler wings above the barnyard 
chicks and turns her Chantecler beak 
resolutely to the Great Hawk, whose sin- 
ister shadow, falling from the skies, has 
just darkened the little realm of Chan- 
tecler’s governing. 


A lover of Rostand’s work could not 


but be poignantly disappointed at these 
moments. No real Chantecler was visi- 
ble—only the lovable but inherently un- 
satisfying and impossible hen-cock of 
Maude Adams’ necessarily futile play- 
ing. 

The happiest moment of the play to 
Miss Adams’ admirers, than whom none 
is more devoted than I, was encoun- 
tered when, before the curtain’s rise, she 
emerges upon the stage in her proper 
person and speaks the prologue which 
creates the play’s atmosphere in advance 
of the play’s own opening. This was 
done with genuine art—a truly perfect 
“bit,” and of the dearest womanliness 
in every essential. 


The Rostand play receives a typically 
impressive Charles Frohman production. 
Of the many good players in support of 
Miss Adama, the most noteworthy were 
Josephine Victor as the Hen Pheasant: 
George Henry Trader as Patou, the dog; 
William. Lewers as the Blackbird, A Lio- 
nel Hogarth as the Peacock, and Marion 
Abbott as the Guinea Hen. The scenic 
settings of the play’s four acts resolve 
themseitves into stage paintings of the 
utmost beauty.

Witness Says Babies Were Taken 
From Mothers’ Breasts as 
Women Were Tried.

WASHINGTON, March 5.—Mrs. Wil- 
liam. Howard Taft, wife of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, sat in a con- 
Rressional committee room today and 
‘heard from the lips of men and women 
how women were beaten by the police 
of Lawrence, Mass., when they tried to 
Send their starving children to good 
homes away from the Sstrike-ri _ city 
and how children of the Ediee irik 
eTs, emaclated and im rags, were re- 
ceived at New York to be cared for. 

Mrs. Taft remained several hours and 
listened attentively while the members 
of the House Rules Committee exam- 
ined witnesses who charged oppression 
and cruelty to the mill owners and au- 
thorities of Lawrence. The committee 
members were interested particularly in 
the testimony of Miss Margaret Sang- 
er, a trained nurse, who received the 
Strikers’ children in New York, that of 
119 children arriving there only four 
wore underwear, though their parents 
were employed in the woolen mills in 
the stronghold of the ‘Woolen Trust.” 
When the children reached New York 
they were so hungry they grabbed food 
set hefore them. 

Miss Tema Camitta, a Philadelphia 
vocal student and Sunday school teach- 
er and a miember of one of the com- 
mittees that sought to get the children 
out of Lawrence, admitted she saw no 
clubbing of women or children in the 
Lawrence station or any injured after 
the affray. 

“I did see’the police clubbing women 
in the patrol wagon,” she said. ‘The 
wagon was crowded and the police were 
thrusting the women about with their 
clubs.” ) 

Saw More Than One Beaten. 

The witness refused to advance an 
cpinion on how many women were in 
the wagon, but said she saw more than 
one Woman beaten. At no time, she 
said, had she observed any outrages 
committed by the militiamen. 

Telling what 
rence depot when children were kept 
from leaving the city, Simon Knrebel 
said: “We grouped the children in a file 
of two and started to send them out of 
the*depot door. Then we saw two lines 
of police. Just as we left the door the 
police. started their bloody -work.

The St. Louis Court of Appeals, affirm- 
ing a decision of Judge Homer, Tues- 





day upheld the right of the police to 


make repeated arrests on suspicion in 
scambling cases. 

Thomas Kearney, proprietor of a cigar 
store at 407 Walnut street, sought in- 
junction to keep the police from raid- 
ing his store in search of evidence in 
handbook cases.

PY ARK IN KANSAS 
RETURNS INDICATE 


Governor Leading With 147 
Delegates to Missouri. Presi- 
dential Candidate’s 141. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 5.—The 
indications are that Champ Clark has 
lost Kansas. Wilson is now leading the 
Missourian, having 147 delegates to the 
Speaker's 141, and they were elected out 
of counties that were confidently relied 
upon to give Clark an overwhelming 
majority. 

Conventions in these counties were 
called early by the Clark men to stam- 
pede Kansas to Clark. But the loss 
of a majority of their own counties has 
assured Clark’s defeat, the Wilson men 
say. 

Of the 34 counties that have held con- 
ventions, Wilson carried 18, divided the 
delegations in three more, leaving Clark 
only 13 counties and a minority of the 
delegates. 

The county conventions of last Satur- 
day proved a severe shock to the confi- 
dent Clark men. Up to that time they 
had been having things pretty much 
their own way. Of 15 county conven- 
tions last Saturday, Wilson carried nine, 
Clark three, and three were divided, 

Early Conventions Called, 

Then it became apparent that the 
Clark men had called early conventions 
in the counties, which they were con- 
fident of carrying, in an effort to stam- 
pede the State. But the stampede failed. 
The Wilson sentiment from the rural 
counties last Saturday prought Wilson 
ehead of Clark, and every big county 
in the State that was counted friendly 
to Clark has held its convention. The 
Wilson men predict that Clark will not 
have to exceed 250 votes of the 750 in 

1e State convention. 

‘After the Saturday conventions, con- 
ceding Clark every vote claimed for 
him, he had 140 votes to Wilson’s 134. 
Yesterday Allen County, which had been 
counted for Clark, gave Wilson four 
delegates, Clark one and Harmon three. 

Counting that the Harmon men will 
vote for Clark, Allen County’s vote 
brings the total up to 14 for Clark. 
Marshall County instructed nine dele- 
gates for Wilson yesterday, putting the 
New Jersey man ahead of Clark by 
three votes in counties that were relied 
upon to give Clark a big lead. 

While Clark has carried 13 counties, 
Wilson has carried 18, practically all of 
them rural counties, showing that the 
Small rural counties which are yet to 
hold their conventions can be expected 
to continue to add to the Wilson lead.

, VASHINGTON, March §.—Representa- 
tive Jefferson M. Levy of New York, 


‘who owns Monticello, the historic home 


of Thomas Jefferson in Albemarle 
County, Va., and who has refused re- 
peatedly to sell it, suggested today that 


the memorial fund founded by Joseph- 


Pulitzer’s bequest of $25,000 should be 
augmented so that a monument as im- 


— |posing as that to Nelson in Trafalgar 


square, London, might be erected. 

Other leading Democrats predicted 
that the public would make the fund 
sufficient to erect a memorial even 
handsomer than Mr. Pulitzer had in 
mind. 

“Mr. Pulitzer was always imbued with 
the principles of the foremost Demo- 
cratic statesman, Thomas Jefferson,” 
said Representative Levy, ‘“‘and I think 
all praise is due to him for his generous 
bequest. I am of the opinion that this 
fund ought to be larger than $60,000 to 
commemorate the memory of a man 
who was the author of the bill of relig- 
ious freedom and the Declaration of In- 
dependence, the father of our school 
system, the founder of the University 
of Virginia, the author of our coinage, 
weights and measures system, and our 
parliamentary system of rules, and whose 
bold stroke of statesmanship 
the territory of Louisiana, which today 
is such a large part of the prosperous | 
portion of the United Statés, mS 


' . All Revere His Memory 
“The American people of every politi- 


cal faith now turn to Jefferson as the 
founder of al] that is good in our repub- 
lican form of government. 

“I have always been, of the opinion 
that the city of New York ought to have 
a monument erected to the memory of 
Thomas Jefferson—no small affair, but 
one similar to the colossal monument 
erected to Nelson in Trafalgar Square, 
London.” 

“The fact that the World has taken 
up the plan of augmenting the memorial 
fund is a guarantee of its success,” 
said Representative Albert S. Burleson 
of Texas. ‘‘All of us who are old enough 
remember what a success the World 
made of gathering the fund for build- 
ing the superb pedestal for the statue 
of Liberty Enlightening the World now 
guarding the inner harbor of New York. 
That achievement was under the direc- 
tion of Joseph Pulitzer. With his name 
for the primary indorsement of the 
Jefferson Memorial plan its-euccess is 
but a question of days.”’ 

Joshua Frederick C. Talbot, represent- 
ative from Maryland, and senior Demo- 
cratic Representative in Congress in 
point of age and “Father of the Major- 
itv in the House,’’ said: 

“An attempt to add to the fame of 
Thomas Jefferson by written or spok- 
en phrase is a task to which no man 
can set himself. 

“IT hope that the Pulitzer Memorial 
to Jefferson will prove as superb a suc- 
cess and as grand a monument to the 
memory of the founder of the Demo- 
cratic party as the World is a monu- 
ment to the integrity, the earnestness 
and the devotion to principle of Joseph 
Pulitzer.” 

Senator John W. Kern of Indiana, 
Democratic candidate for Vice-Presi- 
dent in 1908, said: 

“It was a happy and characteristic 
thought which led to the munificent be- 
quest of the brilliant genius who im- 
pressed his personality for so many 
years upon the policy of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch and the World, for the 
building of an appropriate memorial to 
Thomas Jefferson.
